The present invention does not appear to involve an inventive step based on the descriptions of 

documents 1-5. . 

Document 1 describes removing a volatile component of a polyacrylate melt that is a pressure 
sensitive adhesive; it is obvious from the standpoint of use as medication such as dermatological skin 
ointment that it is better to include as little volatile component as possible; therefore, no difficulty is 
found in setting the contained amount of the volatile component of a pressure-sensitive adhesive using 
the melt described in document 1 to be within that of the present invention. 

Also, documents 2-5 describe a pressure-sensitive adhesive such as an acrylic resin and the 
need to decrease the volatile component in order to decrease odor, therefore, setting the decrease leve 
to be within the range of the present invention is merely a matter to be accomplished as required by a 
party skilled in the art 
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
